The N.C. Department of Transportation will hold a public meeting regarding the proposed access 

management improvements to U.S. 64 from North Glenn Avenue to east of U.S. 421. The 

purpose of the proposed project is to improve safety and traffic flow along US 64 in Siler City.   

The proposed project involves access management improvements to include converting the 

existing center two-way left turn lane to a median.  It is anticipated the project will require 

acquisition of right of way.
